play a corresponding major chord when you see a placard that contains the 
capital letters C, D, E, F, G, A, or B 


play a corresponding minor chord when you see a placard that contains the 
lower case letters c, d, e, f, g, a, or b 


number twelve 

contrary motion 

find a downhill 

using a tuning peg 

try to fit a plucked ascending glissando proportionally to the downhill’s length 


repeat until some or all of the strings are broken
